Edna  served  as 
President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  from 
January  1,  2009  until  December  31,  2011.  Prior  to  that,  she  served  as  Vice 
President  for  four  years. 

Edna's  UMW  experience  started  when  she  was  elected  as  Social  Action 
Coordinator  of  St.  Mark's  UMW  in  Baton  Rouge.  She  coordinated  the  first 
community  forum  at  her  church  on  "The  Effects  of  Drugs  and  Abuse  on 
Today's  Society".  Following  four  years  as  Vice  President  at  St.  Mark's,  she  then  became 
President.  While  President,  she  initiated  the  first  "Women's  Conference"  and  a number  of  other 
mission  events.  Her  commitment  to  God,  her  dedication  to  the  United  Methodist  Women,  and 
her  organizational  skills  were  well  acclaimed,  and  Edna  was  elected  as  Vice  President  of  the  Baton 
Rouge  District,  where  she  served  faithfully  for  four  (4)  years.

We  realize  that  we  would  not  be  where  we  are  if  it  had  not  been  for  these  past  conference  presidents.  As 
I leave,  I want  to  share  some  of  my  experiences  and  accomplishments.  I have  served  at  the  helm  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  from  January  1,  2009  until  the  end  of  this  year,  December 
31,  2011.  I became  president  upon  the  unexpected  resignation  of  Harriette  Elrod  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
in  2008. 


After  serving  on  the  local  and  Baton  Rouge  District  level,  in  2004, 1 was  contacted  by  the  Conference  UMW 
Committee  on  Nominations  to  serve  as  Vice  President  and  I proudly  accepted  the  nomination.  I received 
the  Outstanding  United  Methodist  Women  Award  at  the  Awards  Luncheon  held  during  Annual  Conference 
in  June  2007. 


In  2008  my  term  was  ending  as  Vice  President  and  President  Harriette  Elrod's  husband  became  ill  and 
Harriette  had  to  resign.  Thus,  I presided  over  the  Annual  Meeting  at  the  Wesley  Center  in  2008,  and  was 
nominated  as  president  of  the  conference.  So  here  I am.  That's  when  I knew,  that  "/  can  do  ALL  things 
through  Christ  that  strengthens  me." 

I attended  the  Leadership  Training  Event  (LTE),  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  I learned  about  implementing  the  Charter 
for  Racial  Justice  committee  and  that  the  president  serves  as  chair  of  the  committee  and  the  Social  Action 
coordinator  serves  as  co-chair.  Since  being  on  the  conference  team,  I have  attended  all  assemblies,  all 
West  Gulf  Regional  Schools,  mission  trips  and  other  training  and  meeting  opportunities.  I accepted  an 
invitation  to  be  one  of  the  guest  attendants  at  the  Women's  Division's  Board  of  Directors  fall  meeting  in 
2010.  It  was  at  that  meeting  that  the  issue  of  Domestic  Violence  was  introduced.  I became  committed  to 
doing  something  to  call  attention  to  this  issue  within  the  church.  I also  recently  attended  Scarritt  Bennett 
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for  the  Language  Coordinator  training  program.  This  training  opened  my  eyes  to  the  need  to  include  and 
to  serve  persons  of  all  languages  in  the  conference. 

Accomplishments  as  Conference  President: 

• Initiated  and  implemented  the  Membership  Counts  Campaign.  Every  district  was  assigned  to 
make  contact  with  every  unit  within  their  district.  We  are  now  almost  completed  our  visitation. 

• Surveyed  the  membership  in  2009  on  how  we  can  better  serve  them.  As  a result  of  the  survey,  we 
combined  our  Annual  Meeting  and  DELT  and  as  a result  of  having  to  change  or  cancel  two  annual 
meetings  because  of  Hurricanes,  we  voted  to  change  our  Annual  Meeting  from  September  to  the 
second  weekend  in  October. 

• Hosted  West  Gulf  Regional  School  at  Dillard  University  in  New  Orleans,  2009  and  2010. 

• Implemented  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Committee,  of  which  the  president  serves  as  chair.  As 
a result  of  reactivating  this  committee,  in  2009  we  implemented  our  first  conference-wide  letter 
writing  campaign  against  Charter  Schools  in  Louisiana  with  selected  admission  requirements.  As  a 
result  of  this  action,  charter  schools  must  now  accept  ALL  students  unless  they  are  magnet 
schools. 

• After  the  devastation  in  Haiti,  in  January  2010,  we  spearheaded  a campaign  to  make  it  our  social 
issue.  As  a result  of  this  campaign,  we  raised  an  additional  $21,000  from  the  Louisiana  Conference 
that  went  to  Haiti. 

• With  Domestic  Violence  as  our  social  issue  for  2011,  our  conference  UMW  is  co-sponsoring  a 
conference-wide  workshop/forum  along  with  the  conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  and  the 
conference  United  Methodist  Men.  Every  district  has  been  requested  to  sponsor  a program 
highlighting  domestic  violence.  Our  conference-wide  forum  is  being  held  on  October  29,  2011  in 
Baton  Rouge  at  FCMC. 

• Our  conference  UMW  sponsored  a bus  to  Assembly  2010  in  St.  Louis.  We  had  almost  60  UMW 
who  attended  Assembly  from  Louisiana,  the  largest  number  in  modern  times. 

• Participants  attending  our  School  of  Christian  Mission  can  now  receive  2.0  CEU's  or  laity  can 
receive  Basic  Lay  Speaking  Certificate  or  Refresher  Lay  Speaking  Certificate,  if  they  meet  certain 
qualifications. 

• Our  Annual  Meeting  on  October  7-8,  2011  in  Shreveport,  LA,  will  highlight  ALL  past  presidents. 
Our  theme  is  "Honoring  the  Past,  Nurturing  the  Future".  All  past  presidents  have  been  invited  to 
participate. 

United  Methodist  Women  has  been  an  integral  part  of  my  Christian  life  for  a long  time.  I have  been 
touched  by  many  faithful  women  of  God  including  first  and  foremost  my  mother,  Leola  Brown  who  had  a 
major  impact  on  my  life.  Also,  I feel  blessed  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  with  some  of  the  finest 
Christian  women  on  the  Mission  Teams  and  all  of  the  ladies  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  As  Vice  President 
of  the  Conference,  I served  under  two  of  the  most  dedicated  and  faithful  women,  Lueburda  Myers  for  one 
year  and  Harriette  Elrod  for  two  and  one-half  years.  Other  models  include  Kathleen  Conrad,  Women 
Division  Director,  Staphenae  Carey,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Leadership  Team  and  Lana  Lathan,  whose 
presidency  I served  under  as  Vice  President  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  Mention  must  also  be  made  of 
the  women  of  St.  Mark  UMC  including  Brenda  Canty,  Mrs.  Inez  Chrisentery  and  Lois  Randall  Heath,  just  to 
name  a few  of  the  persons  who  encouraged  me  on  my  UMW  journey. 

As  I leave  you  as  president,  I consider  it  an  honor  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  you.  I only 
hope  that  I have  brought  you  as  much  joy  as  you  have  brought  me.

As  you  know,  we  have  adopted  domestic  violence  as  our  primary  social  issue  to  be  addressed  this  year. 

I was  privileged  to  attend  Ecumenical  Advocacy  Days  in  Washington  D.C.  in  March  where  I was  able  to 
advocate  for  the  reauthorization  and  full  funding  of  the  Violence  Against  Women  Act  (VAWA). 

I know  that  a lot  of  you  have  been  tackling  the  issue  of  domestic  abuse  at  both  the  local  and  district  level, 
and  I really  appreciate  it.  On  the  conference  level,  we  are  planning  an  Advocacy  Conference  on  domestic 
violence  to  be  held  at  FUMC  in  Baton  Rouge  on  Oct.  29.  We  are  doing  this  in  conjunction  with  Board  of 
Church  and  Society  and  UMM  who  have  also  adopted  domestic  violence  as  a major  concern.  This  will  not 
be  just  an  educational  conference,  but  also  a time  to  take  action.  The  registration  form  is  on  the 
conference  website  or  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  me. 

I have  also  been  passing  along  info  on  at  least  a couple  of  other  subjects.  One  of  these  is  human 
trafficking  and  the  other  is  poverty  reduction.  The  later  has  to  do  partially  with  the  national  budget  and 
involves  working  with  the  General  Board  of  Church  and  Society  and  such  organizations  as  Bread  for  the 
World,  Results,  and  Sojourners.  At  our  July  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  make  these  two 
issues  the  other  two  priority  social  issues  for  the  LA  Conference  UMW.  Of  course,  UMW  units  are  free  to 
work  on  other  social  issues  as  they  feel  led  to  do  so. 

In  August,  I was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  attend  the  UMW  National  Seminar  which  was  held  in  Birmingham. 
This  event  is  only  held  every  four  years.  We  received  information  on  four  main  issues:  domestic  violence, 
immigration,  human  trafficking,  and  the  environment.  I was  assigned  to  the  immigration  focus  group,  and 
Lynette  Berry,  the  other  representative  from  our  conference,  was  assigned  to  the  environment  group.  We 
all  got  some  information  on  all  four  subjects,  though,  as  well  as  some  general  helpful  information  on  such 
subjects  as  communicating  with  legislators.  I participated  in  a march  and  prayer  vigil  on  immigration,  and 
the  highlight  of  the  event  was  a visit  to  the  Civil  Rights  Institute  in  Birmingham.  If  you  haven't  been  there, 
it's  worth  a trip  to  Birmingham  just  to  see  it. 

On  October  13-15, 1 am  scheduled  to  attend  the  "Healthy  Families,  Healthy  Planet  Consortium"  which  is  to 
be  held  in  Denver.  This  deals  with  improving  maternal/child  health  worldwide. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  I am  still  in  the  process  of  preparing  Social  Action  Exemplary  Service  Certificates 
which  will  be  distributed  at  Annual  Meeting.  Thank  you  for  giving  me  the  chance  to  serve!
